A contributor to "The Oil Book" discussing the 


future-of California petroleum estimates that the 
output of the oil wells of the State this year will 
approximate 60,000,000 barrels, worth yearly twice 
as much as the entire citrus "crop. It will exceed, 
moreover., the combined output of all the metal 
mines of the State. Already California oil is said 
to lubricate 90 per cent of the wheels running west 
'of the Mississippi river and it furnishes, in addi- 
tion, the motive power that drives nearly one-half 
of them. California's oil products are, also, being 
shipped in tank steamers to all parts of the world. 
The refineries in the State are manufacturing 
more than two hundred articles of commerce. As 
a residuum after the manufacture of a cheap gas for 
light or fuel, there still remain the ingredients 
necessary 
for the manufacture of "a superior 


grade of coke, so hard and pure that it has been 
called carbonitc," and from which many 
useful 


mechanical agents are manufactured. 


When the so-called Harriman lines placed an 


order with the Pullman Company for two thou- 
sand refrigerator cars it is strong proof that "the 
railroad management is anticipating a larger fruit 
crop in California this year than was harvested in 
1909, and it proposes to be ready to handle it.

twenty-four to forty-eight hours in advance with 
fidelity and the citrus fruit growers whose lemon 
and orange groves were threatened have received, 
in evety instance this winter, timely warning of 
the approach of the cold -wave and, as a result, 
they started their smudge fires and warded off the 
danger. 
Such service has been of inestimable 


value and is deserving of due acknowledgment. 


In all probability the'efficiency of the Weather 


Bureau on the Pacific Coast has of late years been 
enhanced through the agency of wireless teleg- 
raphy. 
Since the western coast of the continent 


from San Diego to the Behring sea has been dot- 
ted with wireless telegraph stations and the wire- 
less telegraph system has been installed on the 
larger steamers plying in the trade of the Pacific 
ocean the meteorological conditions in that ocean- 
ward segment of the circle of which San Francisco 
bay is the center have been made known.

it has always been possible to learn at any tim 
promptly the conditions on the land segment o 
the circle-before wireless telegraphy was devel 
oped to its present stage of perfection and wire 
less plants were installed along the coast and on 
the steamships plying between San Francisco baj 
and 
the

and 'Hawaii Territory, th' 


Weather Bureau was handicapped through th 
total ignorance of what changes in temperature 
and wind and barometric pressures were taking 
place at sea. It was a case of basing predictions 
of weather changes on half-knowledge, as it is a 
well established law of storms, and necessarily of 
atmospheric changes, that they travel in circles 
Before the days of wireless telegraphy the condi- 
tions existing in only one-half of the circle in the 
center of which San Francisco bay is located was 
known at any time. The Weather Bureau was, 
therefore, forced to base its predictions on the 
land half and make a rash guess as to the condi- 
tions in the ocean half of the circle. It is not to 
be wondered at that the guesses missed the mark 
oftcner than they hit it right. Now the Weather 
Bureau has foreknowledge of the meteorological 
conditions a thousand miles or more westward at 


it Is supposed, either of a merely mis- 
chievous roqruc or of a prude In art.

It is a coin- 
cidence In relation to the situation that 
the 
steamship 
Czarina, 
which 
was 
wrecked on the Xorth Spit of Coos Bay, 
January 12, was carrying a cargo of coal 
to this port.

While as yet the local dealers have 
been able to fill all orders they ha-ve re- 
ceived many Inquiries as to the situation. 
The demand has been supplied with a few 
brands when heretofore there has been a 
large number of brands on the market. 
In an Interview this morning. Manager 
Ray of the American 
Fuel 
Company 
stated that while the situation was not 
serious there has been a shortage. 


"From vthe general tone of trade," he 
said, "I realize that the public Is some- 
what disturbed over the situation.
